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Dial gets nod for judge-executive

Brown elected Liberty mayor

Voters swept Randy Dial into 
office yesterday in electing him 
Casey County’s judge-execu¬ 
tive. 

Dial defeated Democratic ri¬ 
val Jeff Mason by almost 2,000 
votes, 3,078 to 1,083. Write in 
candidate Mary Sue Shoopman 
garnered 743 votes. 

“I’m relieved and ready to 
get some rest,” Dial said just af¬ 
ter the election results were cer¬ 
tified by Casey County Circuit 
Court Clerk Casey Davis. 

Grateful for the overwhelm¬ 


ing support from the counties 
voters, Dial said that he’s going 
to work hard for everyone in 
the county, regardless of party 
affiliation. 

“I want to thank everybody 
that supported me and cast a 
vote for me. To those who chose 
to vote for somebody else, I 
hope to do a good enough job 
over the next four years to gain 
your support,” he said. 

Liberty voters cast 348 votes 
for Steven Brown in the mayor’s 
race while his opponent, Andy 
Lawhorn, collected 280 votes. 
Both candidates had previously 
served on the city council. 


In the city council race, 10 
candidates vied for six seats, 
with four of the candidates be¬ 
ing incumbents. 

However, only one of those 
incumbents, Brian Beeler, re¬ 
tained a seat on the council. In¬ 
cumbents Brad Vaughn, Mitch¬ 
ell Phillips, and Larry Bowmer 
were defeated. 

Newcomers are Doug John¬ 
son, Nick Scott, Greg Hans¬ 
ford, Carla Wesley-Turner, and 
Jim Worley. Johnson was the 
top vote getter with 364 votes. 

Turner-Wesley is the fourth

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Streeval becomes 
principal at JPES

Tony Streeval, who 
stands at six feet two inch¬ 
es, says it isn’t uncommon 
for him to walk through 
the halls of Jones Park 
Elementary and suddenly 
feel an added weight to 
his step. 

“I can be walking down 
the hallway and feel some¬ 
thing on my leg, look down 
and see it’s a kid hugging 
my leg,” said Streeval, the 
new principal at JPE. 

As a former seventh- 
and eighth-grade science 
teacher as Casey County 
Middle School, Streeval is 
used to kids looking up to 
him, though he admits the 
age difference of the two 
schools is quite a change. 

“This is a totally differ¬ 
ent bunch of kids,” Stre¬ 
eval said. “The first day I 
went into the gymnasium 
I was greeted with more 
than 20 hugs from the 
kindergartners. So that’s a 
little different, the middle- 
schoolers didn’t do that.” 

Streeval said his first 
week at JPE has been an 
absolute ball and after only 
a couple days, he felt like 
he was right at home. 

“This is a great staff and 
they have just been super 
so far,” he said. “They 
welcomed me with open 
arms. I’m so happy with 
where I am. Every day is 
different and that is a great 
thing. I like coming in and 
not knowing what’s going 
to happen.” 

JPE’s new principal is 
married to Suzanna Stre¬ 
eval and is a father to three 
girls — Leslie, 11; Sarah, 
8; and Lily, a 20-month-old

who Streeval said knows 
how to wear him out. 

His goals for JPE are 
many and Streeval believes 
the elementary school lev¬ 
el is where the important 
work begins. 

“Our vision is to provide 
a positive and safe learn¬ 
ing environment,” Streeval 
said. “That way they can 
reach their highest poten- 
tial-because we’re on the 
ground floor here. This is 
where it starts, so we are 
going to do our very best 
to be a proactive school for 
our students.” 

Streeval says he wants 
the kids of JPE to see a 
smiling face every single 
day, and know that some¬ 
one cares about them. 

“1 try to get around and 
visit every classroom each 
day and tell them good 
morning,” he said. “Just to 
let them know that some¬ 
body thinks enough about 
them to stop and say hey.” 

Streeval is excited about 
the future of JPE and said 
he has the supportive Cen¬ 
tral Office staff to thank for 
such a smooth transition.

woman to serve on the 
council, said Mayor Steve 
Sweeney. Marilyn Coffey 
and Ina Pettyjohn previ¬ 
ously served on the council 
along with Alene McAn- 
inch, who also served as 
mayor. 

On the county side of 
the ballot, there weren’t 
any surprises as District 
1 incumbent Republican 
Kenny Morgan easily beat 
Democrat Brent Penning¬ 
ton 892 to 369. 

In the District 4 race, in¬ 
cumbent Republican Jamey 
Maupin beat write in candi¬ 
date, Todd Tarter, 880 to 
97. 

Current County Judge- 
Executive Ronald Wright 
said he was pleased with 
the voter turnout. Davis 
said that 47.94 percent of 
the county’s registered vot¬ 
ers went to the polls. 

As for the upcoming tran¬ 
sition when Wright hands 
the reins of the county gov¬ 
ernment to Dial, the judge 
said that he’ll be there for 
Dial. 

“Casey County has been 
good to me. If he’s got a 
question even after I leave 
office, I’ll be here for him,” 
Wright said. 

Dial said that he’s look¬ 
ing forward to working 


closely with Mayor-elect 
Steven Brown. 

“We’ve been friends 
since the third grade, and 
very close friends since the 
fifth grade,” Dial said. 

Brown echoed Dial’s 
sentiment and said he has 
no hesitation in working 
with his good friend. 

Also, Brown said that he 
wanted to express his ap¬ 
preciation to his support¬ 
ers. 

“I want to thank every¬ 
body who voted and all 
the support 1 got during the 
campaign,” he said 

As far as working with 
five new council members, 
Brown said that he believes 
he will have a good work¬ 
ing relationship with them. 

“I know all those people 
and 1 feel comfortable in 
being able to work with 
them,” he said. 

In what was possibly 
the most contested race 
in Kentucky, Republican 
Sen. Mitch McConnell 
beat Democratic foe Alison 
Lundergan Grimes 3,699 to 
1,174. 

While McConnell was 
able to retain his Senate 
seat in Washington, he also 
has a good chance of be¬ 
ing elected majority leader 
if the Senate Republicans 
picked up six additional 
seats.

Savvy Senior: Burial and memorial benefits available to veterans 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

Does the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration provide any 
special funeral services or 
benefits to old veterans? 
My father is a 90-year-old 
World War II veteran with 
late stage Alzheimer’s, so 
I’m looking into funeral 
options and would like to 
know what the VA may 
provide. 

Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning, 

Yes, the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration offers a num¬ 
ber of burial and memorial 
benefits to veterans if their 
discharge from the military 
was under conditions other 
than dishonorable - which 
will need to be verified. To 
do this, you’ll need a copy 
of your dad’s DD Form 
214 “Certificate of Release 
or Discharge from Active 
Duty,” which you can re¬ 
quest online at archives, 
gov/veterans. 

Here’s a rundown of 
some of the different ben¬ 
efits that are available to 
veterans that die a non-ser¬ 
vice related death.

National and State 
Cemetery Benefits 

If your dad is eligible, 
and wants to be buried in 
one of the 131 national or 
93 state VA cemeteries (see 
www.cem.va.gov/cem/ 
cems/listcem.asp for a list) 
the VA benefits provided 
at no cost to the family in¬ 
clude a gravesite; opening 
and closing of the grave; 
perpetual gravesite care; 
a government headstone 
or marker; a United States 
burial flag that can be used 
to drape the casket or ac¬ 
company the urn (after the 
funeral service, the flag is 
given to the next-of-kin as 
a keepsake); and a Presi¬ 
dential memorial certifi¬ 
cate, which is an engraved 
paper certificate signed 
by the current President 
expressing the country’s 
grateful recognition of the 
veteran’s service. 


National cemetery burial 
benefits are also available 
to spouses and dependents 
of veterans. 

If your dad is cremated, 
his remains will be buried 
or inurned in the same man¬ 
ner as casketed remains. 

Funeral or cremation ar¬ 
rangements and costs are 
not, however, taken care 
of by the VA. They are the 
responsibility of the vet¬ 
eran’s family. 

Private Cemetery Benefits 

If your dad is going to 
be buried in a private cem¬ 
etery, the benefits available 
include a free government 
headstone or marker, or a 
medallion that can be af¬ 
fixed to an existing private¬ 
ly purchased headstone or 
marker; a burial flag; and a 
Presidential memorial cer¬ 
tificate. 

Funeral or cremation ar¬ 


rangements and costs are 
again the responsibility of 
the family, and there are no 
benefits offered to spouses 
and dependents that are 
buried in private cemeter¬ 
ies. 

Military Funeral Honors 

Another popular benefit 
available to all eligible vet¬ 
erans buried in either a na¬ 
tional or private cemetery 
is a military funeral honors 
ceremony. This includes 
folding and presenting the 
U.S. burial flag to the vet¬ 
eran’s survivors and the 
playing of Taps, performed 
by two or more uniformed 
military members. 

The funeral provider you 
choose will be able to assist 


you with all VA burial re¬ 
quests. Depending on what 
you want, certain forms may 
need to be completed which 
are always better to be done 
in advance. For a complete 
rundown of burial and me¬ 
morial benefits, eligibility 
details and required forms, 
visit www.cem.va.gov or 
call 800-827-1000. 

Burial Allowances 

In addition to the many 
burial benefits, some veterans 
may also qualify for a burial 
and funeral expense allow¬ 
ance (if hospitalized by VA 
at time of death), or partial al¬ 
lowance (if not hospitalized 
by VA at time of death), and 
a plot-interment allowance to 
those who choose to be bur¬ 


ied in a private cemetery. To 
find out if your dad is eligible, 
see benefits.va.gov/benefits/ 
factsheets/burials/burial.pdf. 

To apply for burial allow¬ 
ances, you’ll need to fill out 
VA Form 21-530 “Applica¬ 
tion for Burial Benefits.”

Alleged child killer could face 
death penalty in Boyle

Commonwealth’s Attorney Richie 
Bottoms said last week that he is prepar¬ 
ing to seek the death penalty for the man 
accused of brutally sodomizing and kill¬ 
ing an 13-month old boy in Junction City 
last month. 

Joseph Andrew Adams, 25, of 1860 S. 
Danville Bypass was indicted by a Boyle 
County grand jury on charges of murder 
and first-degree sodomy in the Oct. 10 
death of Christopher Preston, whom he 
was babysitting while the boy’s mother 
was at work. 

Adams was initially only charged with 
murder but evidence from a preliminary 
autopsy that the toddler was sodomized 
was presented to the grand jury. Bottoms 
said. 

Under Kentucky law, the sodomy 
charge is considered an aggravator to the 
murder and makes the case death penalty 
eligible, Bottoms said. 

“I do plan to file the paperwork for that 
to be a consideration,” the prosecutor 
said. “We believe there is overwhelming 
evidence that he caused the death of a 
child, and that the child suffered extreme 
traumatization leading up to the death, 
not only with the sodomy but with the 
physical abuse that caused the death.” 

Adams has pleaded not guilty and 
waived his right to a preliminary hearing 
in Boyle District Court last month. 

His attorney, public defender Susanne 
McCollough, said that Adams moved to 
Danville from Perry County in April and 
lived with the boy’s mother. He has a lim¬ 
ited criminal history that does not include 
any felony charges, McCollough said. 

Adams continues to be held without 
bond at the Boyle County Detention Cen¬ 
ter.

Health care professionals 
working to reduce number 
of ATV accidents

It’s been more than 10 years in the 
making. And on the count of three, Tay¬ 
lor County Schools’ vision of building 
new schools started to take shape last 
Wednesday as officials broke ground for 
the new Taylor County High School. 

“This is not something you get to do 
but once every 50 to 75 years,” Super¬ 
intendent Roger Cook said during a cer¬ 
emony at the project site on Ky. 210. 

He told the crowd that while he is glad 
to be a small part of setting the district’s 
facilities plan in motion, the local com¬ 
munity’s support of the nickel tax and 
those in Frankfort who helped secure 
funding played a much larger role. 

“This is all about one thing - our chil¬ 
dren and the education of our children,” 
Cook said. 

The district facilities plan calls for 
building a pre-school through second 
grade building on the current middle 
and high school campus and a new high 
school on the district’s Ky. 210 property. 
The middle and high school buildings 
will be remodeled, with the current Tay¬ 
lor County Middle School building hous¬ 
ing grades three through five, and the cur¬ 
rent Taylor County High School building 
housing the middle school. The current 
elementary school building would no 
longer be used. 

“This is the beginning,” Cook said. 
“On Nov. 4, we open the bids for our pri¬ 
mary center, and our primary center will 
be about one month behind this.” 

Cook said the bids were staggered in 
hopes of receiving low bids on both proj¬ 
ects. And with the lowest bids for a high 
school that he has seen in several years, 
according to Sherman Carter Barnhart 
Architect Kenny Stanfield, Cook said he 
is hoping the same will happen for the 
primary center. 

“The lower the bids, the more we can 
get for our children and our students,” 
Cook said. 


Kentucky has a culture and terrain that 
create a perfect storm for often deadly 
ATV accidents. 

“Our state has a very rural community, 
and there is a big machine that is not be¬ 
ing used as it is designed,” said Dr. Joe 
Iocono, associate professor of surgery 
and pediatrics at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Adding to the danger, those who ride 
routinely do so without protective gear, 
and most accidents happen far from med¬ 
ical care. People “just don’t realize the 
risks,” Iocono said. 

Kentucky leads the nation in ATV 
deaths, according to the Insurance In¬ 
stitute for Highway Safety. From 2007 
through 2011, 122 people in Kentucky 
died riding AT Vs. Pennsylvania ranked 
second with 97 deaths. 

From January 2010 to July 2014, Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Chandler Hospital 
treated 769 patients for trauma caused by 
ATVs. Of those, 163 were children. One 
child died. 

Of the 606 adults treated at UK, 23 
died. 

ATV accidents usually cause trauma in 
two ways, Iocono explained. Either the 
2,000-pound machine lands on the head 
of a driver who is not wearing a helmet, 
or the driver is thrown from the ATV and 
slams his head into a solid object such as 
a tree. 

Iocono is especially disturbed by par¬ 
ents who let their children drive ATVs. 
He has seen children who have been 
garroted by wire fences while driving 
ATVs. 

A “kid should not be on an ATV,” he 
said, adding that he supported making 
ATV safety classes mandatory. “There is 
no other way to get around it. There is 
just no good reason.” 


Americans do need worry 
about Ebola, but not daily risk 


In an announcement several years in 
the making, Columbia-Adair County 
Economic Development Authority chair¬ 
man Dan Antle said Oct. 28 at the board’s 
October meeting that construction on a 
Sleep Inn hotel will begin in the com¬ 
mercial district beside Wal-Mart.

The Ebola virus isn’t a risk to Ameri¬ 
cans now, but will be “down the road” 
if the epidemic is not contained, says a 
crisis communication consultant who’s 
been working for decades on how people 
and government officials respond to dis¬ 
ease outbreaks. 

Peter Sandman assured Nancy Shute of 
NPR that the risk to Americans does not 
approach any of the current hype, saying 
that “even if we have 10 Ebola cases a 
month,” the U.S. can handle it. 

The real risk is in the future. Sandman 
said. If the epidemic in West Africa is not 
placed under control, “a lot of sparks fly 
and ignite epidemics in other parts of the 
world” that lack health systems to handle 
it. 

Sandman said it’s normal to person¬ 
alize and localize a new worry, but he 
would rather see Americans worry about 
the larger risk and work to do something 
about it. 

He also suggested that the people who 
are telling Americans to stop worrying 
should instead use this as a “teachable 
moment.” 

“If they succeed in getting people to 
stop worrying, they will regret it, because 
there’s a lot to worry about it,” he said. 
“Calming us down shouldn’t be a goal.” 

“You have reason to worry that your 
daily life a year or two from now could 
be significantly worse if Ebola is all over 
the world,” he told Shute. “And you have 
reason to work to prevent that, and reason 
to prepare for it. But what should you do 
in your daily life now to protect yourself 
against catching Ebola, assuming you’re 
not a health care worker with an Ebola 
patient? Absolutely nothing. The risk to 
the U.S. isn’t now, it’s down the road.”

As individuals age, 
changes in memory often 
occur.

Alzheimer’s disease is an 
irreversible, progressive 
brain disease that slowly 
destroys memory and 
thinking skills, which in 
most individuals occurs af¬ 
ter the age of 60. 

Alzheimer’s disease is 
the most common form of 
dementia among elderly 
adults. The disease causes 
nerve cells in the brain to 
die, making it difficult for 
the brain to transmit signals 
properly. 

Symptoms of Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease include: 

■ Impaired memory and 
thinking 

■ Disorientation and 
confusion 

■ Problems with abstract 
thinking 

■ Difficulty performing 
familiar tasks 

■ Changes in personality 
and behavior 

■ Poor or decreased 
judgment 

■ Inability to follow di¬ 
rections 

■ Problems with lan¬ 
guage and communication 

■ Impaired visual skills 

■ Loss of motivation or 
initiative 

■ Loss of normal sleep 
patterns 

Not one single symptom 
is an absolute sign of Al¬ 
zheimer’s disease; howev¬ 
er, a combination of symp¬ 
toms over a period of time 
can be a better indication. 
Alzheimer’s disease is not 


considered a preventable 
disease, considering the 
exact cause is unknown. 
However, proper diet, exer¬ 
cise, and other healthy life¬ 
style choices can prevent 
other types of dementia or 
loss of cognitive function¬ 
ing. 

If you or a loved one ex¬ 
periences a combination of 
the above symptoms, it is 


recommended that you see 
your health care provider 
to receive a medical, psy¬ 
chiatric and neurological 
evaluation.

The ministry provides the 
behind-the-scenes support 
such as bookkeeping, build¬ 
ing rent, and employee needs 
that keep many local services 
thriving. You see them busy in 
a variety of ways within our 
community. 

Commodities Distribution 

Every month, on the 
Wednesday of the month fol¬ 


lowing the secondMonday, 
food is distributed at the Casey 
County Recycling Center be¬ 
hind the Casey County EMS 
on W. Ky. 70. While the date 
may be easily confused, the 
mission is totally clear, serving 
the needs of those with hungry 
mouths to feed. Commodities 
are available to any household 
of a Casey County resident 
meeting established income 
eligibility and showing identi¬ 
fication verifying residency. 


The Gathering Place 

If you are looking for fabu¬ 
lous deals on gently used 
items, you will love to explore 
the selection at the Gathering 
Place within Casey County’s 
Courthouse Square. Here 
you may find clothing, shoes, 
household items, collectables, 
games, books, baby items, and 
so much more. 

“We’ve found someone can 
find a use for most anything,” 
said Brenda Carmicle, man¬ 


ager at the store. 

Donations may be made 
during regular business hours 
or after hours at the drop-off 
just outside the store. Those 
donating during regular busi¬ 
ness hours may receive a re¬ 
ceipt for use when itemizing 
deductions. Items are then 
checked, refurbished if neces¬ 
sary, and priced for quick sell. 

Food Pantry 

In addition to commodities, 
families may be eligible for 
emergency assistance through 
the Food Pantry operated 
within the Gathering Place. 
For additional information 
about this program, families 
are asked to contact Carmicle 
at the store. 

Back Pack Program 

Students within the schools 
are nominated by teachers 
when they see a need for 
food support over weekends 
and extended breaks. Those 


students then receive a back¬ 
pack filled with food items 
that require little to no prepa¬ 
ration. This program is oper¬ 
ated through Youth Services 
Center and Family Resource 
Center. 

Toys for Kids 

While most of the missions 
served through Casey County 
Community Ministries address 
hunger. Toys for Kids serves 
children of our community at 


Christmas. Donations allow 
the purchase of gifts for chil¬ 
dren who might not otherwise 
receive Christmas gifts during 
the holidays. This project takes 
months to plan long before 
gifts are purchased, wrapped, 
and distributed. Families may 
contact any elementary school 
office to pick up and submit 
the paperwork necessary to 
nominate a child.

It was a great way to 
end the regular season, 
especially for the seniors, 
at Friday’s Casey County 
High School football game. 
In their final home game, 
the Rebels triumphed 25-7 
over the Adair County In¬ 
dians and gave the team an 
even record, 5-5. 

“We had a group of older 
kids who wanted to make 
sure they went out and 
didn’t have a losing season 
their last year,” said Coach 
Sam Marple. “We had a 
good week of practice and 
good plan laid out.” 

Adair County came in 
with an 8-1 record, averag¬ 
ing 40 points a game and 
ranked in the top ten in 3A 
schools, but Marple never 
doubted the Rebel squad 
was capable of a victory. 

“This is the first time 
we’ve beaten a ranked team 
in school history. It was 
nice to finally get that un¬ 
der our belt,” said Marple. 
“Four of our losses came 
from top ten (schools) in 
3A. The other was a 5A 
school. If you look at our 
district, three of the teams 
in the top eight are in our 
district.” 


Marple said, that as of 
Saturday, the Rebels have 
moved up to 20th in 3A. 

While the final score 
may not indicate a close 
game, the first half left fans 
on edge. It was nearly ten 
minutes into play before 
the first points went up on 
the board. Kyle Eads ran in 
the first touchdown of the 
night at 2:46 to put Casey 
up 6-0. 

Adair did lead once dur¬ 
ing the night, and nearly 
held onto it for halftime. 
The Indians carried the ball 
into the end zone on a 12- 
yard run at 1:56 left in the 
half and followed the play 
with an extra point kick to 
go up 7-6. 

However, in the final 
seconds of the half, Micco 
Randell broke free for a 
52-yard touchdown that 
regained the Rebel lead. 
Kicker Luke Patterson 
added the extra point and 
gave Casey a 13-7 halftime 
edge. 

“The (offensive) concept 
changed a bit but the the¬ 
ory stayed the same,” said 
Marple. “You try to add a 
new wrinkle every week, 
but for the most part we 
just played really well and 
we were focused. We cut 
out a lot of silly stuff.” 


Adair was scoreless 
in the second half while 
Casey received two long 
touchdown runs from Col¬ 
lin Miller, one in each 
quarter. His first score of 
the night came at 7:39 in 
the third quarter off a 54- 
yard run while his second 
was just over a minute into 
the final period. He ran 69 
yards to the end zone. 


“I think on Friday night 
we were the better football 
team. We did play well up 
front and controlled the 
line of scrimmage on both 
sides of the football. If you 
do that you are probably 
going to win,” Marple said. 
“1 thought our coaches did 
a really good job this week 
of getting our kids in the 
right places.” 


Miller’s two long runs 
helped him rack up 210 
rushing yards off nine car¬ 
ries. As a team, Casey had 
374 yards on the ground 
and 421 net yards. Adair 
finished with 232 net 
yards. Quarterback Breece 
Hayes was three for five on 
passes, finishing with 47 
passing yards. Randell had 
a 23-yard reception. 


Defensively, Casey to¬ 
taled 97 tackles. Eads led 
the team with 15. Jacob 
Wilson, Jaylan Waddle and 
Gary Propes had 13,12 and 
ten respectively. 

Casey now moves into 
the post-season. They will 
travel to Louisville Central 
on Friday for the first round 
of the playoffs. Kickoff is 
at 7:30 p.m.

They may be seventh and 
eighth graders, but the Lady 
Rebel runners made history, 
being the first team to earn 
the regional runner-up title.

Some people might think 
that at 83, it’s time to hit 
the rocking chair and re¬ 
tire. Not for Bob Van Nev¬ 
el, who’s only association 
with rocking chairs is to 
make and repair them. 

“1 like it when people 
bring me wounded fur¬ 
niture and other broken 
things. Life gets pretty dull 
if you don’t have some¬ 
thing to test you every now 
and then,” Van Nevel said. 

Working out of a well 
stocked wood shop at his 
home on Upper Brush 
Creek Road, Van Nevel not 
only repairs broken fur¬ 
niture, he also builds new 
pieces from scratch. 

On the floor of his shop 
is a free standing curio 
cabinet, a writing desk, 
and other pieces made 
from cherry and other local 
woods. 

He smiles when asked 
about prices, saying that on 
some pieces, his wife tells 
him he’s priced them too 
low. 

He also built two wood¬ 


en, adult-sized coffins not 
long ago, works that he 
found models for on the 
Internet. 

In addition to crafting 


new pieces, neighbors and 
friends bring him furniture 
that has lain in pieces in 
a shed or barn needing to 
be cleaned and put back 


together. At times, Van 
Nevel will have to make 
a replacement spindle or 
another part damaged over 
the years. 


But it’s not only his fur¬ 
niture making and repair 
skills that he’s honed over 
the past five years that has 
built his reputation, it’s 
also his expertise and eye 
for detail in building scale 
models of heavy construc¬ 
tion equipment out of 
wood. 

Van Nevel is quick to 
point out that these wooden 
models are not children’s 
toys made to be played with 
outdoors in a sandbox. 

The scale models feature 
working parts, such as the 
wheel tracks on a bulldoz¬ 
er, each handmade and fit¬ 
ted together. 

The quiet spoken former 
licensed electrical inspec¬ 
tor from Indiana has also 
constructed an 8-foot long 
train set, tractors, front 
end loaders, cranes, dump 
trucks, and eighteen wheel¬ 
ers, complete with their 
own payloads of logs or 
carrying another piece of 
equipment.

After selling the farm, the 
couple decided to move to 
Florida where they stayed 
for 18 months. 

However, the good mem¬ 
ories of Casey County and 
her people tugged at their 
hearts and caused them to 
return here in 2005. 

“I said if I ever leave 
Florida, we’re coming back 
to Casey County. There’s 
no greater place to live than 
Casey County. We’re not 
outsiders here,” he said. 

Bob and his wife Nan¬ 
cy have five children, 14 
grandchildren, and eight 
great-grandchildren.

Casey County Cattlemen are keeping beef on the table

Keep beef on the table. 

That was the message 
Kentucky Cattlemen’s As¬ 
sociation president Steve 
Downs recently delivered to 
local beef cattle producers. 

On Thursday, about 65 
members of the Casey Coun¬ 
ty Cattlemen’s Association 
gathered for the group’s an¬ 
nual meeting, during which 
Downs relayed important in¬ 
formation about the upcom¬ 
ing Kentucky Beef Checkoff 
Referendum. 

On Nov. 20, beef and dairy 
producers in Kentucky will 
have the opportunity to vote 
yes or no to an additional $ 1 
for the state beef promotion 
program, dedicated to mar¬ 
keting, research, and educa¬ 
tion programs for beef and 
beef products. 

What is the Beef 
Checkoff? 

Established in 1985, the 
Federal Beef Checkoff pro¬ 
gram was designed to in¬ 
crease domestic and interna¬ 
tional demand for beef. The 
program requires all import¬ 
ers and producers to pay the 
equivalent of $1 per head, 
each time a beef animal is 
sold throughout its lifetime, 
with 50 cents going to the 
Cattlemen’s Beef Board and 
50 cents going to the Ken¬ 
tucky Beef Council. 

By voting for the Ken¬ 
tucky Beef Checkoff, pro¬ 
ducers can rest assured that 
the extra $ 1 will be an invest¬ 
ment that will help continue 
the growth of beef demand 
by promoting Kentucky’s 
beef industry. 

“The checkoff will be a 
Kentucky dollar,” Downs 
said. “It’s in our best interest 
to keep our product moving 
and promoted and ultimately 
keep beef on the table.” 

The Kentucky Beef Pro¬ 
motion Council would serve 
as the management entity 
of the state-level checkoff 
program, with regulatory

may be in the business of 
selling meat, they don’t re¬ 
ally care which meat they 
sell. 

“If they make more mon¬ 
ey selling chicken legs or 
pork chops, then that’s what 
they’re going to sell,” Downs 
said. “We need to keep our 
beef center plate.” 

For every dollar invested 
by farmers into beef check¬ 
off activities from 2006- 
2013, $11.20 was returned to 
the beef industry in producer 
profit, according to a 2014 
Cornell University study. 

Beef and dairy producers, 
18 years of age or older, en¬ 
gaged in the production of 
cattle on a commercial basis, 
including owners of farms 
where cattle are produced, 
and tenants and sharecrop¬ 
pers sharing the proceeds of 
the sale of cattle, are all eli¬ 
gible to vote. 

Voting will take place at 
the Casey County Extension 
Office on Thursday, Nov. 20 
from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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Bond reduced, denied, for accused murderer

In April, Dale Brncker was 
given a chance at getting out 
of his jail cell. But now, that 
could be taken away. 

Brncker a former resident 
of Casey County and ac¬ 
cused of murdering his infant 
stepson, is incarcerated at 
the Taylor County Detention 
Center. His bond had been 
set at $125,000 cash. 

But in April, after sev¬ 
eral requests, Taylor Circuit 
Court Judge Allan Bertram 
agreed to lower the bond to 
$50,000 cash, with a $1,000 
deposit required and an order 
for Brncker to stay at home 
in Casey County and wear 


an electronic monitor, among 
other conditions. 

But when someone re¬ 
cently went to the jail to post 
that $1,000, Brucker’s at¬ 
torney, Shanda West-Stiles 
of the Department of Public 
Advocacy in Columbia, told 
Bertram on Oct. 21, they 
were told Brncker couldn’t 
be released. 

Brncker and West-Stiles 
appeared before Bertram that 
same day for a hearing to dis¬ 
cuss a motion filed by Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney Shelly 
Miller, who is prosecuting 
the case. 

Miller said she has received 
some new information about 
the case. She filed a motion 
on Oct. 9 asking for a hearing 


to be set to discuss Brucker’s 
bond, based on the new infor¬ 
mation. At last week’s hear¬ 
ing, she didn’t specify what 
the information entails, and 
court records don’t include 
that information. 

Also on Oct. 9, Betram 
signed an order stating that 
Brncker was not to be re¬ 
leased until Miller’s motion 
was discussed in court. 

Since then, West-Stiles 
has filed an appeal of that 
order. Last Tuesday, she said 
she doesn’t believe there are 
grounds to change her cli¬ 
ent’s bond. 

“I’m in the dark, judge,” 
West-Stiles said. “I don’t 
know what she’s talking 
about.”

West-Stiles said she be¬ 
lieves Brucker’s bond should 
remain at the amount set in 
April, $50,000 cash, with 
a $1,000 cash deposit re¬ 
quired.

The Bmckers, both for¬ 
merly of 109 Mill St. in 
Campbellsville, are accused 
of killing Charles Brett 
Hayden Jr., Brianna’s son 
and Dale’s stepson, who was 
3 months old. 


A Taylor County grand 
jury indicted the Bmckers 
in January 2013 after a six- 
month police investigation 
into the infant’s death. They 
have since pleaded not guilty. 
If convicted, the Bmckers 
face as much as life in pris¬ 
on. 

According to their indict¬ 
ments, the Bmckers caused 
the trauma that led to the ba¬ 
by’s death on July 22, 2012, 
at Kosair Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Louisville. Police say 
Hayden died of blunt force 
trauma.
